overflow by large banks of stone and earth. It
is surtounded, exceptupon oneside, by a marsh,
and for this eanse, a8 well aa from Insalabrity,
it has been unimproved and unocoupied, exoapt
as ture land, al a moderate rent, since it8
reclamation, The fast land is from six to elgnt
feet below high-water mark at all points, and
would cost over a milllon dollars to level and
fit for use as much as will be required for the

large purﬁmau rojected,
I‘ﬁnm objoct Il; Lo ereot foundries, the spongy

natwre of the soll would make it impossible to
get a proper foundation for the buildings axcept
AL a grent cost, nor could & wall of sufMolent
depth be dug for large castings. It could not
oost less than two or three milllon dollars In
ship-houses, dry-dooks, and other struotures
now in the old yard, which would bave to be
abandoned. Thus the gift of the Kiland would be
dear, and atill dearer 4 82,000,000 were added to
the gyt towards filling i for use. Most of Lhe
ship carpenters employed in the yard now
reside in Kannlnﬂuu. nearly elght miles dis-
tant from the Island, where they would con-
tinue, as Government work {8 not suficlently
regular or remwunerative Lo indoce a permanent
removal. The Island 1s at least five miles from
Lhe supply stores of the city. The approaches
are 88 low as the Island itself, and uniit for
building pur , and far distant from
hyl.}fnnm. gas, improved streets, police and rall-
roads,

The place has ondy (o be vigited and seen to de
monatrate ils unfitness, and I would hambly
suggesi a visit by o committes of Cougress for
the purpose, before so great an outlay I8 in-
carred or promised, where performance {8 im-
posgible. There are minor objections, which I
will noturge. I Aam ns enrnest as sny Phila-
delphian in the desire of the loestion of a first-
class yard, but it s my daly, impelled by the
snme feelings which you have, to state to you,
a8 a public man, 1t will cost at least four million
uollars to it League Island for the lenst effl-
clency as compnred with the present yard. If
you add fouandries, ete., that will be an addls
tional expense, which I will not undertake to
astimnte,

The present yard may be extended for about tuo
hundred and pifty thowsand dollare, and provide
all the ground necessary now and hereafter with
oul disturbance or delay, 1 am ready to glye fur-
ther information, bBeing p&rammfls‘ unknown

The Neoew Whisky War.

The U. S. Marshal Is Supported by
a Lurge Force of Marines,

Exciting Scenes and Incidonts.

Bte., Nto., Kte., Eta., tey KEte,

When the result of the rald upon the illlelt
Btllls at Rlichmond yesterdny becime known,
United States Marshal Ellmaker determined at
once upon proceeding to the soene of operations
with & force which could not be sucoessfully
resisted by a rabble of women and ohiidren,

Accordingly, he walted upon Commodores Sel.
fridge, tho Commundantof the Navy Yard, this
morning, and requested the asslstance of a
company of United States marines. Commo-
dore Belfridge acqulesced &t once, placing all
his avallable force at the Marshal's command,
and then telegraphed his action o Wash.
ington,

Thonomplnr of marines, consisting of elghly-
elx men, folly armed, was commandod by
Mujor L. L. Dawson, Captaln Fagan, nod Lisa-

tenant Ford. They proceeded first to the Kx-

cbhange, and from that polnt were transferred

1o Riohmond in three street oars, followed by

four furniture wegons for tho purpose of re-

moving the captored stdls,

Marshal Ellmaker detalled the following to
nssist him In making the rald:—Chlef Deputy
Die Wist O, Hanline, Special Deputy David Gors
don, and Deputies Adam Trefts, Uharies (,
wnl]gpy, John K, Sharkey, and John Lafferty.
Mr. man B, Cole, the Uhlef of the Phliadsl-
hia venue Board, and Inspectors Jamos

shegan and A, H. Brooke llkewise proceedad
1o the ground. In addition to the above, Lisn-
tenant Murray, of the Eightesnth Polioa D)s-
triet, with twenty men, were ordered to be on
band, and 8 number of others were diaposed in
the nelghborbood within eall, Increasing the
whole lorce Lo nearly two hundred men,

The Marines, accompuuled by most of the
Deputy Marshals, left the Exchange ut five
minutea after 12 o'olock. Bhortly waiter l.uh:l
Marshal Eltmakear, withh Deputies Hanline an
Gordon, and the reporter of Tnr EvENING
TrRLEGRAFH, look & carriage, ana urrived al the
corner of Lenigh avenue and Righmond street,
lil‘w appointed rendezvous, lo advenos of the

arines,

Atl o'olock the foroeof marines arrived, and
formed in line In frout of the market houase,
Havipg loaded their weapons, tuey wera
alvided Into four sgqunds, mod then proceaded
to the stations allotted them. Ongsguad was

laced in position on Salmon strect, above Wil-
Bamr anolher on BEdgmont street, immedlately
opposite; athird on Willlams strest, s oross
streot, o fow squares above, Toe chief locality
in which the lllegitiinate manufacture of
whisky s carried on was tbus etfectually sur=
rounded,

While these prellminaries were belng ar-
ranged, & large crowd of all ages and sexes bad
been collecting, some of them romarking, *This
jooks like work,” while the ohildren ran joy-
fully about, shouting *No school io-day "' The
crowd finally became so troublesome, withough
showlng no force, that the oflicers ordered them
indoors, some obeying sulkily, while others,
unpeclnﬁ.v the foul-fuc-d women, had to be
hushed bodily nto their DOV,

The first placo visited was in the rear of a row
of houses facing Bulmon street belween Mon-
mouth and Willlams, near Lhe two stills wuleh
were broken up yesieilay. The flest spoll of
war was o tin-head, which was found socreted
fu a cetlar. An entrasce was then etfecton into
wwo low board shantles, but it was found that
the stills had been removed sines yustorday A
few hogsheads fliled with fermenting molnssus
were found, and these were attacked with nxes
and plcks, sand thelr conlentys speedily sought
the level of the ground., A numberof ft hogs
were on hand, and ae =oon as the reekiog flith
reached the ground, they commenced to drink
it _up.

The officers then sassalled the rear of the
liguor store of Pat McGawey, at No, 1136 Wil-
llams street, securing a large copper still and
several heads, which bud been hldden nway ln
an outhouse,

The next attack was made upon the rearof
No. 1126 Willlams street, 8 womun only being
found on the premises. Tn the rear was a small
outhouse, In which disuilllog had been cavried
on, The woman staled tbat she lived at some
distance, and the honse belog eifectunlly closed,
AN woilicer vauited through the secondstory
back winaow. The doors were then opened
and the woman who “lived at some distance”
clalmed to be the proprietor. Tuls place was
cleaned ont, and the ralders moved on,

Tne liguorstore of K. O'Uvonuer, No, 1120 Wil-
Hams sireet, at the coruer of Edgmont, oame
DExt. A woman, RS u-ual, wWas lo oharge, and
denled the clvll officers admillance, claiming
that all was right within, and pledging her
honor that no contraband basineas was carried
on upon the préemises. Hall & dozen Marlnes
were ordered to effect an sntrance, nod then
the Marsbhal and his assistunts went in and
searched the bouse,

In the rear was found a small, low shed con-
talning a still which had recently been 1o ope-
ration and was yet warm. This was tora oat
and carried off, and ten hogsheads of malt in
the shed and two in the yard broken up. In
the house was also found a “worm,” which led
to an investigation of the back yard.

While the L ﬂam was beolng clenned ont,
Deputy Marshal Hanline walked across the
glreetl to the house iNo, 1121 Willisms street, in
which lives John Mooney., The crowd, which
pumbered about two hondred by this time, but
had been remarkably gulet hitherto, then
made a rash for the new polnt of attack, and a
serioun disturbance was threatened.

The weapons ef the marines soon overawed
them, however, and Dopuly Hanline jumped
over the fence Lo the rear yard, discovering
several hogsheads of malt and = still in the
cellar under full headway, The fence was torn
down without any ceremony, and a foree of
officers entered, finding the cellar stocked full
of h onds of malt. These were soon routed
out, although thelr position rendered It some-
what difiealt.

Al this stage of the prooeedings our reporter
left the uand, but Mr. Cole had just reported
to the Marshal that he had discovered at least
twenty more stills Jn the nelghborhood, and
we presume that the wMosrs will continune
thelr destructive work 111l nightfall.

RIOT IN LOUISIANA.

———

Klection Riot in Jefferson Clty—Police~
men and Negroes Wounded —-Fhe Ohler
Rioter Killed—The Disturbance Quelled
by the Military.

New Orleans papers of Bept, 20 give accounts
of n serious mot which occurred between 3 and
4 o'clock on the alternoon of the previous day,
in front of the Court House in Jefferson City,
La., in which a young man named Harry
Hoionde, » memboer of Home Hook and Ladder
Company, was mortally wounded. The accouns
given ia as follows:—

“seven hundred and sixty-five registered men
bad voted, only thirly of whom were white,
when the distorbance commeoced, caused by a
white roffian pamed Heory Rolland—known as
‘Hurry Rolland'—a flreman and lormer soldier
in the Confelerate army. Rolland, after pre-
senting himsell aa the polls and showing that he
was registered, insultingly scralched a ticket
bearing Republican nsmes, rewrote and depo-
sited it. Then, drawing a revolver, he commenced
threatening the Inspector of Elections, Mr. Fre-
derick Frye. The latter st red to the door and
ordered Policeman Joseph Fleury to arrest Rol-
lund., Belore this could be done Rolisnd shot
Officer Fleury, the ball pa.mnF through his
hund, fred two other shots promiscuonsly atthe
crowd, and flourished his revoiver with the re-
maining three shols in it. By thie time Rolland
wus arrested by another policeman (Richard
Hetherton), assisted by citizens, and taken to-
wards the prison. A policeman, Henry Davis,
who had him in charge at the prison door, ne-
glectiul o his duty, sald Rollana was his friend
and be would not imprizon him. To the credic
of Major Frye be it said, he atonce deprived
Unvis of hie star and baton, In the meantime a
rush of Rolland's fifends was maae for his res-
cue; n man bamed Henry C. Reese, with a Der-
ripger in each hand, being couspicuous in Lhis
crime, Theoe fiends commenced ap In-
discriminate Hring upon the innogent oiti-
zens, three of whom were immedistely
badly wounded., Oue of them, Willlam Alex-
ander (colored), an exUplon goldier, the
aoctor reports  wounded in the flesny part
of the upper right thigh, the ball entering ob-
liquely from upwards, Anotner, Gabriel L
gon (also colored), the doctor also reports shot
in the back, the ball striking the vertebral
column, fellowing the latter truck of the same;
and another, Joseph Bisain, colored, was re-
ported by the surgeon s shot through the left
forearm, the ball entering und imbedding itself
in the muscle of the upper arm of the same side;
wound paioful bat not dangerous. Wounded
also by ball entering and imbedd Itself
near the joiot of the right shoulder. The
colored citizens returned the fire, and Rol-
lund was shot through the brain and soon
died. His principal co rioter, Hen? C. Reese,
way also shot In several places during the
melee—once tbrou]zh the apdomen. He was
living at 0 o'clock last night. Mujor Fry sont a
messenger with a note to the military t Bt
Greemville for aid iu saving bloodshed. E,enwlu
seconded o this by Mr. D, . Woodraff, Mayor
of Jeflerson, who alro did his whole duty
throughovt the trying and disgraceful affair.
Cuptain B, B, Keeler, of che I8th Infantry,
brought out every available man at once—three
companles thinned by the epidemio and goard
duty. Though they had to march & mile to the
ears, and then ride two miles further, um‘y were
on the ground and peces loaded in
minutes after recel\rtnﬁ the word, How
uniike the singular conduct of the military
under Sheridan and Baird in the riot of
July, 1866! Previous to the arrival of the troo
the fire and other bells had been rung, and the
populace, by hundreds, bad collectod, armed
with gups, revolvers, and bludgeons, under the
ternble excitement of the mop. But at the
gight of the militury & general skedaddll o
their homes was observed, with muskets nnﬁdg
hidden nw:y. Cuptain K’eeler, beln form
that squads of these armed men taken
refuge at different poluts, sent officers in charge
of men to each point, and dispersed them, The
Captain also visited the headquarters of Genernk
Mower immedistely alter this, and recesived
orders relative to further proceediogs. He and
Licutensnt Bucklsod, with » portion of the
men, remained on the ground all night 1o secure
order, while the residue retnrn«fm the post.
We saw # statement of the case in writing by
Muyor Woodrufl, whieh accords all houor to the
uo%mhl in quelill]ug tbe‘hdtatlurllnuit;e, and thus
probsbly preventing another July riol of great
dimensions, ’
